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Foreword 


This  List  of  Readings  for  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  has  been 
prepared  for  the  purpose  of  suggesting  plans  for  improving  the  read- 
ing of  boys  and  girls  in  the  junior-senior  high  school  grades.  It  is  a 
supplement  to  the  Course  of  Study  in  English  for  Secondary  Schools. 
Bulletin  34,  Fiction  for  Senior  High  School  Libraries,  should  be  used 
in  connection  with  this  list.  The  suggestions  for  developing  the  rec- 
reational reading  program  of  the  school  and  the  reading  list,  were 
prepared  by  a  <:'ommittee  headed  by  Carrie  Belle  Parks,  of  the  State 
Teachers  College,  Indiana,  Pennsylvania,  under  the  direction  of  Doctor 
C.  A.  Buckner,  Professor  of  Secondary  Education,  University  of  Pitts- 
burgh, chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Secondary  School  English.  Other 
members  of  the  English  Committee  also  cooperated  in  the  project.  It 
is  a  part  of  a  program  of  curriculum  revision  organized  under  the 
direction  of  William  H.  Bristow,  Chief,  Education  Bureau. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Doctor  Ben  G.  Graham,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Pittsburgh,  the  high  school  reading  list  developed  under  the 
direction  of  Doctor  David  Sumstine  by  a  committee  of  teachers  of 
English  and  librarians  in  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  was  made  available 
to  the  committee.  The  late  Fred  L.  Homer  of  Schenley  High  School 
was  the  chairman  of  the  original  committee.  Mary  E.  Poster,  Head, 
School  Department,  Carnegie  Library,  Pittsburgh,  acted  as  adviser 
to  that  committee.

IN  OUE  WOBLD  of  shifting  economic  adjustments,  when  free  hours  are 
becoming  much  more  prevalent,  the  activities  of  young  and  old  dur- 
ing these  unemployed  hours  become  increasingly  important.  Teachers 
realize  that  a  constructive,  cultivated  enjoyment  of  leisure  will  insure 
lasting  pleasure  rather  than  pastime  which  satisfies  only  for  the 
moment.   Such  a  life-long  resource  is  recreational  reading. 

Many  pupils  have  already  discovered  this  joy  and  are  reading  the 
best  juvenile  books,  or  have  advanced  to  adult  reading  of  a  high 
literary  level.  These  boys  and  girls  need  only  access  to  the  world's 
literature,  with  occasional  guidance  to  meet  individual  problems. 

Some  junior  and  senior  high  school  pupils  have  as  yet  acquired  no 
love  of  reading;  some  who  read  have  not  learned  to  enjoy  books  of 
literary  value.  It  is  probable  that  one  who  has  a  taste  for  poorly 
written  cowboy  stories  and  impossible  adventure  with  an  imitation  hero, 
cannot  jump  immediately  to  the  fascinating  tales  of  Joseph  Conrad 
with  their  richness  of  detail  and  character,  or  to  the  reality  of  the  ad- 
ventures of  the  Oregon  Trail.  Neither  can  one  who  daydreams  in  the 
unreliable  glamour  of  sentimental  movies  and  love  stories  awake  all  at 
once  to  the  nobility  and  trials  of  life  itself  as  portrayed  in  the  masterly 
novels  true  to  adult  experience. 

Teachers  have  long  recognized  the  need  of  stepping-stone  books  to 
serve  as  gradations  from  the  trivial  to  mature  literary  levels,  to  pro- 
vide help  in  the  progress  from  easy  to  more  profound  reading,  from 
childish  likes  to  more  mature  literature.  The  Guidance  Lists  in  the 
following  pages  may  be  used  in  many  ways  to  meet  such  needs. 

The  lists  are  intended  to  help  the  teacher  lead  the  pupil  through 
present  enjoyment  to  further  enjoyment  on  higher  literary  levels. 
Working  with  the  pupil,  the  teacher  first  finds  where  the  pupil  is  as 
to  his  present  reading  tastes.  Without  scorn  or  condescension,  the 
teacher  should  accept  the  pupil's  level  of  reading;  he  needs  guidance, 
not  censure,  and  his  confidence  must  be  secured  before  he  will  take 
advice.  Next,  by  consulting  a  Guidance  List  suited  to  his  interests, 
and  then  by  suggesting  an  exciting  or  pleasing  incident  from  a  selected 
book,  one  may  arouse  the  pvipil's  curiosity.  If  the  teacher  has  chosen 
wisely  a  book  within  the  pupil's  capacity  to  read  with  enjoyment,  the 
boy  or  girl  will  come  back  for  more  and  can  be  led  gradually  to  a  more 
mature  level  of  literary  taste. 

The  brief  Guidance  Lists  given  on  pages  16-21  are  samplings  which 
may  guide  the  teacher,  or  may  in  special  cases  be  handed  over  to  pupils. 
In  addition  to  these,  a  teacher  may  wish  to  make  her  own  lists,  or  she 
may  work  out  similar  lists  with  a  class.  The  Guidance  Lists  may  be 
most  useful  as  sources  from  which  to  select  books  to  recommend  in 
unusual  situations.  A  discouraged  boy  may  be  inspired  to  endure  mis- 
fortune or  overcome  obstacles  by  reading  the  true  story  of  one  man's 
struggle  against  great  odds  (as  in  "Eevolt  in  the  Desert").  Good 
poetry  is  often  a  beautiful  and  saving  outlet  for  unwise  sentimentality 
(for  example,  "Patterns,"  by  Amy  Lowell).    A  girl  who  is  unhappy 
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socially  can  be  lifted  out  of  her  self-absorption  by  a  book  whicli  cap- 
tures lier  interest  with  new  ideas  (as  shown  in  Lucy  Furmau's  "Quare 
Women")  ;  with  vicarious  living  in  another  time  and  place  (in  "Java 
Head,"  for  example)  ;  or  with  a  book  which  gives  her  a  worthy  object 
for  hero-worship  (such  as  "A  Labrador  Doctor").  A  book  which 
sanely  and  cleverly  criticizes  American  civilization  may  contribute  to 
more  thoughtful  citizenship ;  such  a  book  may  be  "The  American  Band 
Wagon"  by  Merz. 

Although  the  recommendation  of  books  is  an  individual  matter,  and 
what  will  suit  one  pupil  may  not  meet  another's  needs,  these  Guidance 
Lists  will  be  a  point  of  departure  for  the  alert  teacher  as  she  uses  her 
most  careful  judgment  and  knowledge  of  the  pupil  while  she  endeavors 
to  choose  exactly  the  right  book  for  him.  The  Lists  are  offered  for  use 
in  any  further  way  the  teacher  may  devise  to  promote  the  enjoyment 
of  recreational  liours. 

Suggested  aims  and  activities  for  the  different  grades  are  also  offered 
to  aid  teachers  in  carrying  on  a  recreational  reading  program.  It 
should  be  noted  that,  although  some  suggestions  for  different  grades  are 
similar,  yet  the  wording  indicates  that  they  are  intended  to  provide 
for  growing  maturity  of  interest  and  judgment  from  year  to  year.  The 
idea  of  cumulative  reading  records  is  advocated  in  order  to  supersede 
the  compulsory  book  report  which  seriously  interferes  with  the  idea 
of  free,  recreational  reading.  Encouragement  rather  than  coercion, 
leads  to  reading  for  enjoyment. 

Many  books  on  this  list  are  included  in  the  English  syllabus  for  class 
study.  This  duplication  of  titles  is  desirable  because,  among  selections 
studied  in  class,  there  is  opportunity  for  wide  choice,  and  the  pupil 
needs  access  in  his  recreational  reading  to  those  books  not  chosen  for 
class  study.  Teachers  should  be  furnished  with  definite  information  as 
to  the  books  used  for  class  study  in  previous  English  classes.  While  a 
pupil  should  not  be  prevented  from  rereading  a  favorite  book,  he  should 
be  gviided  primarily  in  the  extension  of  his  reading  background. 

Perhaps  the  most  potent  factor  in  the  success  of  reading  guidance  is 
the  teacher's  enthusiasm  for  books.  The  teacher  who  knows  and  enjoys 
a  wide  range  of  literature  will  be  ablcj  to  interest  boys  and  girls  in 
recreational  reading.  In  the  hands  of  a  skillful,  well-read  teacher,  a 
successful  program  of  supplementary  reading  will  illuminate  the  class 
study  and  lay  the  foundation  for  richer  more  highly  cultural  living. 
With  such  a  iDackground,  the  pupil  may  go  on  independently  with  cul-  , 
tivated,  adult  reading. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  DEVELOPING  A  RECREATIONAL 
READING  PROGRAM 

Aims  For  Years  7  and  8 

1.  To  foster  the  pupil's  enjoyment  of  books  within  his  capacity. 

2.  To  influence  the  pupil  to  turn  voluntarily  to  reading  as  a  rec- 
reational activity. 

Suggested  AcTrviTiKs 

1.  Discover  the  actual  reading  tastes  of  individual  pupils  by  ob- 
serving their  voluntary  choices  and  by  obtaining  lists  of  their  preferred 
books  and  authors. 
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2.  Guide  the  pupil's  taste  by  suggesting  books  suited  to  his  pref- 
erence and  leading  to  literary  levels  higher  than  his  present  one.  Use 
the  Guidance  List  on  page  21. 

3.  Let  pupils  bring  from  home  books  from  which  to  read  selections 
to  the  class.  Discover  by  inquiry  what  books  are  read  by  parents  and 
discussed  in  the  home.  Through  tactful  discussion,  the  reading  back- 
ground and  surroundings  may  be  discovered;  this  knowledge  will  be 
useful  when  recommending  books  to  individuals. 

4.  Read  to  the  class  samplings  of  good  books.  Use  humor  or  excit- 
ing incidents  to  interest  non-readers. 

5.  Urge  pupils  not  to  wade  through  books  they  do  not  like,  but  after 
a  fair  trial  to  try  others  instead.  Show  them  that  each  one  can  find 
something  to  suit  his  own  taste. 

6.  Teach  pupils  to  get  word  meanings  largely  through  context ;  but 
encourage  also  the  habit  of  looking  up  in  the  dictionary  a  word  which 
halts  them  in  their  underetandings  of  a  sentence  or  paragraph. 

7.  Discuss  the  proper  environment  for  reading;  concentration  on  a 
book  in  quiet  surroundings ;  good  light  and  posture  ;  no  distraction  such 
as  radio. 

8.  Work  with  the  class  to  provide  surroundings  favorable  to  literary 
enjoyment.  Books  should  be  familar  and  attractive  furnishings  of 
the  classroom.  Choose  and  display  books  carefully;  be  sure  that  books 
from  the  Reading  List  are  available,  either  by  purchase  or  loan.  Ar- 
range chairs  and  lighting  to  induce  reading  comfort  if  possible. 

9.  Guide  class  discussion  of  reading  tactfully;  share  your  own  en- 
thusiasms and  preferences.  Class  discussion  of  recreational  reading 
should  be  happy. 

10.  Let  pupils  have  a  book  show  in  assembly,  using  posters  illus- 
trating favorite  books,  giving  brief  talks  recommending  the  books  by 
reporting  interesting  parts. 

11.  Provide  provocative  questions  about  books  such  as : 

a.  Which  would  you  rather  be,  Tom  or  ITuck?  You  can't 
answer  this  until  you  have  read  Mark  Twain's  books. 

b.  Did  you  ever  know  a  boy  who  was  a,  snob  ?  Read  ' '  Captains 
Courageous,"  by  Kipling,  and  find  how  one  such  boy  was  cured. 

c.  Who  came  riding  on  a  camuel?  Read  Guiterman's  "Legend 
of  the  Camuel." 

d.  What  is  a  frigate  bird?  David  will  tell  you,  in  "David  Goes 
A-Voyaging;"  you  will  also  find  more  about  it  in  Beebe's 
"Arcturus  Adventure." 

12.  Keep  individual,  cumulative  lists  of  books  read  by  each  pupil. 
These  are  to  bo  passed  on  to  the  teacher  of  the  next  grade.  This  in- 
dividual record  should  show  for  each  book,  the  author,  title,  and  some 
brief  eomment.  The  records  for  a  class  can  be  kept  in  a  loose-leaf  note- 
book, with  a  page  for  each  pupil,  with  additional  pages  used  as  his 
reading  increases.  If  a  school  prefers  it,  a  card  file  may  be  used  in- 
stead; however,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  transfer  of  records,  the  sys- 
tem should  be  uniform  throughout  the  school. 

13.  When  comments  are  called  for,  do  not  ask  for  a  reproduction 
of  the  story,  but  for  a  brief  statement  of  something  the  pupil  likes  or 
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dislikes,  or  a  recommendation  of  the  book  to  his  classmates.     The  fol- 
lowing examples,  taken  from  actual  seventh  grade  reports,  are  typical 
satisfactory  work: 
Author:    Jack  London 
Title :       The  Call  of  the  Wild 


I  liked  the  story  because  it  tells  of  a  dog  up  North  who  heard 
the  call  of  the  wild.  Some  of  the  exciting  incidents  which 
made  me  like  the  story  were : 

1.  Buck's  fight  with  the  Spitz. 

2.  When  Buck  saved  Thornton  from  drowning. 

3.  When  Buck  won  a  bet  by  moving  a  heavy  sled. 


I  am  sure  any  girl  or  boy  that  reads  this  book  will  not  be 
sorry,  because  it  is  not  only  interesting  but  also  a  mystery 
to  solve  who  "Daddy  Long  Legs"  is. 


I  liked  the  story  because  it  is  a  fairy  tale.  Some  of  the  most 
interesting  things  about  the  story  could  not  possibly  have 
happened  such  as: 

1.  The  people  who  had  the  Rose  and  Ring  were  always  kept 
pretty  and  young. 

2.  The  princess  who  was  stolen  when  young  was  cared  for 
by  lions. 

3.  Fairy  Blackstick  changed  the  butler  into  a  door  knocker. 


Evidences  op  Growth 

1.  The  increasing  amount  of  the  pupil's  voluntary  reading  as  ob- 
served in  the  library,  schoolroom  or  home. 

2.  The  effect  of  enriched  mental  experience  as  it  is  reflected  in  any 
phase  of  school  work. 

3.  The  evidence  of  improved  literary  taste  as  shown  in  the  quality 
of  books  on  the  pupil's  cumulative  reading  record. 


1.  To  lead  the  pupil  from  his  present  level  to  higher  levels  of 
literary  pleasure. 

2.  To  make  the  pupil  conscious  of  what  he  enjoys  in  books. 

3.  To  extend  the  pupil's  capacity  for  the  enjoyment  of  non-fiction. 

4.  To  teach  the  pupil  how  to  do  rapid,  cursive  reading  for  recrea- 
tion, with  judicious  skipping. 

5.  To  interest  the  pupil  in  watching  his  cumulative  record  of 
progress  as  to  amount,  quality,  breadth  or  depth  of  interests. 

Suggested  Activities 

1.  Set  up  with  the  class  standards  for  good  reading  conditions: 
concentration,  light,  posture,  quiet.  Discuss  radio  interfering  with 
reading.  Discuss  the  movies  as  a  hindrance  or  an  incentive  to  reading.

Aims  For  Years  9  and  10 
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2.  Aroujse  the  pupil's  interest  and  curiosity  by  frequent  references 
to  incidents,  characters,  humor,  information  in  a  variety  of  books 
available  to  them. 

_  3.  Cooperate  definitely  with  the  Jibrarv.  Working  with  the 
librarian,  a  class  committee  may  take  turns  in  managing  a  browsing 
corner,  keeping  it  neat  and  attractive,  arranging  and  frequently  chang- 
ing displays  of  books  in  the  classroom  or  library. 

4.  Encourage  the  pupil  to  read  more  books  by  a  favorite  author 
of  acceptable  literary  standard ;  discourage  him  from  reading  a  series 
of  second-rate  stories,  all  following  the  same  pattern. 

5^  As  soon  as  pupils  are  able  and  wish  to  do  so,  urge  them  to 
read  on  their  own  initiative,  following  individual  tastes  without  guid- 
ance except  when  they  request  it.  Do  not  hamper  the  superior  pupil 
with  unneeded  and  unwanted  advice. 

6.  Discuss  what  it  is  that  makes  books  enjoyable,  using  such  ques- 
tions as:  What  sort  of  hero  do  you  like  best?"  "What  kind  of 
heroine  do  you  prefer?"  "Must  a  story  be  true  to  be  enjoyed?" 
^  Must  It  have  a  happy  ending?"    "Must  it  be  a  story  of  action i?" 

Does  a  knowledge  of  an  author's  life  contribute  to  your  enjoyment 
of  his  work?"  A  symposium  of  interviews  may  be  published  in  the 
school  paper.  ;  . 

7.  Lead  the  pupil  to  wider  reading  by  means  of  exhibits  of  books 
01  several  types. 

8.  Lead  the  class  to  a  liking  for  poetry,  essays,  biographv,  travel, 
and  other  types  of  non-fiction  by  reading  extracts  judiciouslv  chosen 
to  whet  the  appetite;  by  stopping  at  the  exciting  moment;  by  reading 
aloud  poetry  with  the  strong  appeal  of  swinging  rhythm;  by  letting 
them  realize  the  beauty  of  a  word  picture;  by  leading  them  to  an  in- 
terest m  humorous  or  reflective  attitudes  toward  life  •  by  oiferino-  them 
contacts  with  interesting  scientific,  economic,  current,  quaint,  or  cur- 
ious information. 

9.  Encourage  pupils  to  increase  their  speed  for  easy  reading. 
1  each  them  to  hurdle  a  prosy  beginning  and  give  the  book  a  fair 
chance,  _  instead  of  discarding  it  because  the  first  page  looks  un- 
interesting. ^ 

^,  l^-  ^^'^.oi^^age  pupils  to  find  interesting  anecdotes  of  the  lives  of 
their  favorite  authore.  A  group  of  reports  on  such  biographical  read- 
ing may  be  used  for  an  assembly  program.  Such  a  program  will  be 
interesting  if  the  reports  are  given  in  conversational,  informal  style 
rather  than  m  stereotyped,  bookish  wording  filled  with  quoted  literarv 
criticism.  Encourage  the  pupil  to  use  his  own  individuality  in  pre- 
paring and  giving  such  reports ;  he  may  show  pictures,  read  short 
selection's  tell  anecdotes.  His  chief  object  is  to  interest  others  in  an 
author  whom  he  knows  and  enjoys. 

n.  For  an  assembly  program  a  book  stall  may  be  arranged  with 
attractive  advertising  displays  of  books  and  posters;  clerks  may  heln 
customers  select  books.  This  will  give  opportunity  for  public  dis- 
cussion of  the  merits  of  books  and  for  a  demonstration  of  different 
types  of  books  to  appeal  to  different  tastes.  Suitable  dialogue  can  be 
written  m  the  composition  classes. 
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12.  Interest  the  pupil  in  his  cumulative  record  by  an  informal  class 
discussion  of  the  purpose  of  such  records.  Discuss  the  quantity, 
quality,  breadth  and  depth  of  the  reading  interests  shown.  Let  each 
pupil  recommend,  from  his  record,  a  book  which  he  thinks  may  be 
enjoyed  by  some  or  all  of  his  classmates. 

13.  Confer  with  pupils  individually  about  their  records.  Such 
conferences  should  be  inspirational,  not  depressing. 

14.  Use  no  extended  book  reports,  but  accept  such  comments  as 
appear  in  the  samples  below,  taken  from  actual  ninth  grade  reports. 
Books  were  rated  on  a  scale  ranging  from  1  to  5 ;  a  rating  of  1  meant 
"the  best  book  I  ever  read,"  while  a  rating  of  5  meant  "I  don't  like  it 
and  would  not  recommend  it. ' '  The  details  of  the  forms  of  the  records 
may  vary  from  grade  to  grade,  but  comments  should  show  increasing 
maturity  of  judgment.  Although  no  pupil  should  be  required  to  "wn^ite 
at  length,  one  who  wishes  to  give  extended  comment  such  as  the  last 
two  below  should  be  allowed  to  do  so.  Do  not  encourage  the  reproduc- 
tion of  the  story.

5.  Intelligent  response  during  conferences  concerning  cumulative 
record. 

Aims  For  Years  11  and  12 

1.  To  establish  independent  reading  as  a  habitual  recreation. 

2.  To  develop  with  the  class  good  literaiy  standards  within  their 
comprehension. 

3.  To  enable  pupils  to  read  book  reviews  intelligently. 

4.  To  encourage  the  pupil  to  look  back  and  judge  former  readino- 
tastes.  ° 

5.  To  show  pupils  the  need  of  general  cultural  information  as  a 
background  for  the  enjoyment  of  literature. 

6.  To  promote  the  ownership  of  books,  the  building  of  a  personal 
library. 

Suggested  Activities 

1.  Let  informal  class  discussions  be  outlets  for  pupik'  personal 
enthusiasms. 

2.  Discuss  with  the  class  the  place  of  reading  in  the  life  of  today ; 
a  leisure  activity,  an  avocation ;  the  advantages  of  a  recreation  which 
affords  relief  from  constant  physical  activity;  reading  as  an  escapp 
trom  tension,  worry,  business. 

3.  Show  the  breadth  of  library  services,  publications  such  as  the 
series  Reading  with  a  Purpose."  Cooperate  with  the  school  and 
public  libraries  m  all  their  enterprises.  Acquaint  pupils  with  the  pos- 
sibilities of  the  use  of  libraries  after  they  leave  school. 

4.  Encourage  the  pupil  to  follow  through  a  literary  lead  or  an 
extensive  reading  project  such  as:  novels,  poetry,  travel,  art  books  on 
Mexico;  the  English  village  as  shown  in  "Cranford,"  in  Jane  Austen's 
book,  m  Trollope's  writings;  old  and  new  books  dealing  with  the  com- 
ing of  the  machine  age  and  present  economic  and  industrial  conditions. 

5  Encourage  discussion  of  such  matters  as:  the  vividness  of  a 
book,  its  success  in  holding  the  reader's  interest,  suspense,  the  author's 
purpose  and  its  achievement,  true-to-life  qualities,  romance,  realism 
style,  plot,  characters,  setting.  Be  sure  the  pupil  understands  the 
terms  he  uses. 

6.  From  such  discussion  as  suggested  above,  let  the  class  draw  up, 
for  the  different  types  of  writing,  lists  of  qualities  which  make  books 
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good  literature.  The  lists  may  answer  the  questions:  "What  makes 
a  book  a  good  novel  ?"  " What  qualities  make  a  good  essay ? "  "What 
are  the  characteristics  of  good  poetry?" 

7.  Encourage  the  pupil  to  use  the  above  lists  as  standards  by  which 
to  judge  the  books  which  he  reads. 

8.  Let  the  class  evaluate  by  these  standards  some  great  books  of 
the  past  and  see  how  they  compare  with  some  recent  best-sellers,  also 
evaluated  by  these  same  standards. 

9.  Read  some  book  revicMTS  to  the  class  and  discuss  the  qualities  of 
a  good  review.  Encourage  pupils  to  read  reviews  in  the  "Scholastic" 
and  in  literary  periodicals.  As  a  result  of  this  interest,  give  a  book 
review  as  a  composition  assignment.  This  study  should  be  used  in- 
pT-eqiipiitly  and  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  literarv  appreciation;  it 
should  not  be  assigned  as  a  check  on  free  recreational  reading. 

10.  Let  the  class  compare  their  tastes  in  books  now  with  their  tastes 
of  three  or  four  years  ago.  This  should  bring  about  a  gay  and  amus- 
ing discussion. 

11.  Show,  by  carefully  selected  examples  from  good  literature,  that 
readers  are  expected  to  be  familiar  with :  mythology,  English  social 
life  and  customs,  English  idioms,  English  countryside  and  geographv, 
nautical  terms,  current  affairs,  American  country  and  city  life,  the 
local  color  of  different  American  regions,  pioneer  life,  the  Bible,  several 
kinds  of  dialect  (see  the  introduction  to  the  school  edition  of  "David 
Harum"),  and  general  literary  information  (as:  outstanding  bio- 
graphical facts  concerning  writers). 

12.  Discover  and  further  an  interest  in  author's  lives.  Give  a  girl 
who  is  interested  in  Dickens  the  story  of  his  meeting  with  Kate  Douglas 
Wiggin,  as  told  in  her  book  "My  Garden  of  Memory."  The  enioy- 
ment  of  Stevenson  may  lead  to  +he  book  "Vailima  Letters,"  by  Colvin. 
A  liking  of  the  nature  essays  of  Burroughs  may  lead  to  his  book  "My 
Boyhood,"  and  to  "The  Life  and  Letters  of  John  Burroughs,"  by 
Clara  Barrus.  Pupils  of  wide  reading  experience  may  enjoy  books  of 
the  reminiscences  of  famous  people:  Repplier's  "In  Our  Convent 
Days;"  Hale's  "New  England  Boyhood;"  Joseph  Jefferson's  "Auto- 
biography;" "The  Life  and  Letters  of  Walter  H.  Page." 

13.  Arrange  an  assembly  program  around  the  central  idea  of  book- 
making,  using  such  topics  as :  the  evolution  of  the  book ;  the  invention 
of  printing;  the  process  of  book-making  today;  famous  presses  and 
designers ;  illustrators ;  books  beautiful  as  to  print,  binding,  illu.stra- 
tion.   If  possible,  exhibit  specimens  of  different  kindsi  of  type. 

14.  Encourage  in  pupils  a  desire  to  own  books,  to  start  personal 
libraries.  Let  students  have  an  opportunity  to  see  some  attractive 
private  libraries  (your  own,  and  if  possible  others  in  the  community). 
Perhaps  with  the  cooperation  of  local  mer(^hants,  arrange  at  school  an 
exhibit  of  books  with  which  to  start  such  libraries :  for  a  college  girl 's 
room;  for  those  interested  in  athletics;  for  a  home-maker's  use;  for 
those  interested  in  business ;  for  those  who  -wish  to  travel ;  reference 
boolffi  to  help  the  student. 

Show  various  containei's :  book  ends,  solid  and  of  good  design ;  a 
five-foot  shelf ;  a  hanging  book  rack  of  simple  lines ;  bookcases  made 
from  gaily  painted  boxes.    Cooperate  with  the  industrial  arts  teacher. 
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Exhibit  inexpensive  editions — the  Everyman,  Modern  Library, 
Dollar  Books,  and  many  others.  Show  also  a  few  beautifully  printed, 
illustrated,  and  finely  bound  editions  of  famous  classics. 

15.  Confer  with  the  pupil  concerning  his  cumulative  record.  Com-  , 
ment  on  the  literary  level  of  his  habitual  reading.  Check  that  pro- 
portion of  standard  works  he  has  read.  Observe  whether  there  is  a 
desirable  trend  of  interest,  as  in  the  reading  of  a  large  number  of 
books  by  one  author,  or  continued  reading  on  one  subject.  Advise  the 
pupil  concerning  his  future  reading. 

16.  Encourage  such  pithy  comments  as  those  which  follow,  from 
eleventh  grade  pupils: 

"Frankenstein,"  by  Mary  Shelley 

This  gives  a  vivid  description  of  a  man-made  monster  who  is 
shunned  by  man  because  of  his  brutal  murders.  It  is  im- 
aginative, gruesome,  and  slightly  comical.  It  is  far  better 
than  the  movie. 

"Arabia  Deserta, "  by  Charles  M.  Doughty 

This  is  the  greatest  travel  book  ever  written.  It  tells  the 
story  of  Doughty 's  life  and  travels  in  Arabia.  T.  E.  Law- 
rence said  it  was  his  Bible. 

"All  Quiet  on  the  Western  Front,"  by  Erich  Maria  Remarque 

This  gives  an  unbiased  account  of  the  war  from  the  Gennan 
viewpoint.  It  tells  the  disaster  and  tragedy  of  war  instead 
of  the  glory.  If  everyone  read  this  book,  it  should  help 
greatly  to  prevent  another  war. 

"John  Brown's  Body,"  by  Stephen  Vincent  Benet 

This  American  epic  is  a  poem  so  well  written  that  its  char- 
acters take  on  the  living  presence  so  lacking  in  some  poetical 
works.  The  story  of  the  Civil  War  is  realistically  pre- 
sented through  the  typical  experience  of  different  kinds  of 
Americans. 

17.  Do  not  hinder  the  creative  writing  of  an  imaginative  pupil 
who  makes  such  extended  comment  as  this,  from  an  honor  student  in 
her  senior  year:  "Shadows  on  the  Rock"  is  as  delicate  ais  its  name; 
it  is  as  quiet  as  the  co^or  of  shadows.  The  words  move  steadily  like 
footsteps  up  the  "Hill  of  the  Good  Heart,"  with  the  orange  and  purple 
of  a  sunset  stretching  farther  down  the  St.  Lawrence.  Willa  Gather 
has  told  a  simple  story  of  old  Quebec,  a  story  of  the  beauty  of  house- 
keeping. The  daily  tasks  of  the  child,  Cecile,  are  rites  like  the  candles 
she  sets  upon  the  altar.  One  remembers  syrupy  chocolate  and  linen 
sheets  with  altars  and  sunsets.  v 

EviDKNCES  OF  GROWTH 

1.  At  suitable  intervals,  (such  as  the  beginning  and  end  of  the 
year,  or  at  the  beginning  or  end  of  the  eleventh  and  the  middle  of  the 
twelfth  grades)  use  a  comprehensive,  objective  literature  test  covering 
a  wide  range  of  reading.  Let  these  tests  act  as  spurs  to  the  achieve- 
ment of  the  broad  literary  background  desired  by  colleges  and  neces- 
sary to  a  well-rounded  education. 

From  the  tests,  let  each  pupil  discover  omissions  in  his  literary  ex- 
periences and  read  to  fill  gaps.  Let  each  pupil  appraise  his  own  read- 
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ing  strength  and  weakness  as  shown  in  the  test  scores.  Show  pupils 
that  scores  are  merely  indicative  of  reading  range.  Do  not  use  scores 
for  rating  pupils.  Reading  is  not  voluntary  and  recreational  if  pupils 
are  to  be  rated  on  it. 

2.  Examine  the  pupil's  cumulative  record  with  him,  noting  evi- 
dences of  well  divereified  reading,  or  of  a  justifiable  concentration  on 
one  interest  or  type.  Commend  good  literary  taste  and  judgment. 
Approve  the  evidence  of  a  wise  enjoyment  of  hours  of  leisure.  Suggest 
desirable  changes  in  reading  habits  or  trends. 

3.  Let  the  pupil  carefully  make  a  sincere  and  thoughtful  summary 
of  his  own  progress.
